Unless something 
unexpected happens, there will be 
plenty of moths. And a new crop of 
borers heavy enough to do serious dam- 
age to Ilowa’s corn crop. 

How your own corn fares in this situ- 
ation is up to you. It is fairly easy to 
control corn borers well enough to 
avoid serious crop damage. 

Or you can let them go and take a 
chance on a loss in yield that might 
range anywhere from three to thirty 
bushels per acre. 

One thing is certain—yield loss is 
greater than most farmers think it is. 
Because you can’t observe all the dam- 
age. You charge borers with broken 
stalks and fallen ears. 


But how about the ears with shrunk- 
en tips, unfilled kernels? How big 
would they have been if borers hadn’t 
infested the stalk or the shank? 


Chemical treatment makes corn borer 
control effective, fairly easy, and not 
too expensive.
